Nbw York, Nov. 16.— The cab drivers 
employed by the stable of Seaich & Son 
all went on a strike Monday, and yes- 
terday nil th«> Liberty Dawn ossociation 
( abmen and the stablemen of tlie Rising 
.Sun association were ordered to stop 
work and inangiu-ate a symjiathetic 
strike to support the demands of their 
fellows, trntil afternoon, the strike 
had not aasamed serious proportions, al 
though the Seaich stables had been be 
sieged by cabm(>n and police protection 
had been necessary lor the men who 
took 'heir i»laces. 

Last night the cab business of the 
city was nearly at a standstill. Tie 
number of cabmen who have Irt't tlu'ir 
seats ill resisnise to the orgaiii/atious 
order, is estimated at from .')(tii to l,()Oi), 
and several liuiidred stablehaiids are oil 
duty The cab service of most of iht 
hotels and theaters has been out otf 
Yesterday morning 20 cabs weiv si-nt 
out by Seaich & Son witli a policeman 
on the box of each cab to protect the 
driver. In the conrs" of the day, tin 
strikers induced half of the recruited 
drivers to desert. 

Aoommitt«>e called on Police Com 
missioner Roosevelt to say that tin 
presence of uniformed policemen on th- 
cabs woold tend to provoke videnct 
rather than pverent it. 

Mr. Boosevelt and Ohief Oonlin agreed 
that 10 long is there was no disorder 
the manning of cabs with officers was 
unnecessary. The committee also ex- 
plained that the new men employe<\ in 

Elace of the strikers did not have the 
censes required by law. 
The original oanse at the strike was 
the employnient of nonunion men at the 
stables where the trouble started. 

William Seaich said he coold not and 
would not take the strikers back in a 
b<xly, and he proposed to attempt to fill 
his cabs with nonunion drivers under 
police protection. He said he was not 
o))l)ose(l to the union. l)iit ie- did propo.se 
to employ any man w liom lie ccsiieil , 
whether union or nonunion. Tiie stnk- 
ers said that they did not insist iiiion 
Mr. »Seai''h employing union men only, 
but they desircft all iionniiion nii'n< ::i. 
ployi'd liy liiin to join the uiiioi!, and ;1 
they refused, that tin y be discharged. 

Seven (l.'ivers, wiio were SUpj lled to 
]irivale famiiiuH, including one employid 
by William O. Whitney, joined the 

strikers.
